LONDON, June 29.—A dispatch to 
The Timex from Petrograd says: 
“Eyewitnesses to the recent fighting 
in Galician relate innumerable episodes 
showing that the morale of the troops 
is In no whit affected by the contin- 
uous retreat. Wherever Russian artil- 
lery was uo to the mark, the troops 
easily withstood attacks and drove 
back the Austro-Germans. 

“A tendency, however, is noticeable 
in some quarters to attribute the 


overwhelming superiority in numbers 
of the Austro-Germans. Some newa- 
papers have even gone to the ‘length 
of stating that ‘the Austro-Germaps 
dispose of 4,000,000 bayonets om this 
front. Such figur are grossly exax- 
gerated, but even if correct they would 
be far below the total number at the 
disposal of the Russians. 

“Military observers regard the Rus- 
qin position In Galicia today as 
somewhat Improved, the centre being 
somewhat strengthened and offering 
energetic resistance, while the flanks 
are very active.

CROP REPORTS 
FROM PRAIRIE 


Summary Is Taken to Indicate 
Prospect of Fair Average 
Yield—Frosts of Past Month 
Delay Maturity, . 


WINNIPEG, June 29.—The Free 
Press in presenting its fourth crop re- 
port today says, in part: 

“With warm, moist weather through- 
out the first half of July, and good 
ripening weather after that, the Can- 
adian West stands to reap a fair, aver- 
age crop. This would seem to be the 
most accurate information that ie avatl- 
able at the present time. 

“The long dry spell wae broken with 
the rain of June 3, and from that date 
until June 24 frosts of varying intensity 
occurred nightly at many points 
throughout the three Prairie Provinces. 
The most severe and general frosts oc- 
curred on the nights of June 15 and 16. 
On these two nights there were points 
in Saskatchewan where the instruments 
recorded 14 degrees of frost. This is a 
record entirely without precedent in the 
crop-growing history of Western Can- 
ada. and it was felt that it must have 
produced some very unusual conditions. 

“Fortunately, immediately following 
these heavy frosts there were general 
rains, and the weather continued cool 
and cloudy.” Had the frosts been fol-

place In the Baltic. The gist of the 
matter is that with the war nearly

Justify its existence. Some day, there 
is no doubt, her nuval strength will 
be put to the test of battle. Britain 
will see to it that such a day must 
come before there can be a lasting 
Peace. For the Empire what is of 
prime importance is that the position 
of the Mistress of the Seas must be 
Placed beyond all doubt as a result of 
this war, The menace of the Kiel 
) Canal, with {t# threat of invasion, has 
got to become only a memory pefore 
Britain lays down her arms. Some- 
times we think that Insufficient em- 
phasis is laid on this aspect of the 
war and that those who talk ligut- 
heartedly of immediate prospects of 
peace have failed to grasp the magni- 
tude of the issues at stake. Any 
peace that leaves the German navy in 
the same position it occupied before 
the war began would be no better than 
an armistice.

But the valuation 
per foot mas been increased $500 per 
Toot wince even 1911. if 1 am right in 
the view I take surely this valuation 
does not follow the rule of fixing the 
Value on @ normal footing—see judg- 
ment of Chief Justice Macdonald in 
the Charleson case. Mental values may 
not be conclusive, but like Mr. Justice 
Martin in the Charleson case, I think 
they are very material. The analogy 
between land and a horse may not be 
apposite, but a comparison will illus- 
trate one phase of this question of 
value. Suppose A today has a work 
horse worth $200—his value is derived 
from the fact that he is working: and 
earning money and could be sold for 
$200—tomorrow the horse is dead and 
is Worth nothing, When land which 
Was once earning revenue becomes un- 
remunerative and not saleable, what in 
jt worth?) The horse will not come to 
life, but the land probably will and. 
therefore, even while it is “dead” or un- 
remunerative it has a value. But unlike 
the dead horse which must only be 
buried the land is taxed each year, and 
to heep his land the owner must pay 
taxes, While the land is unremunera- 
tive the owner 1 iso the interest 
on his investment. The man who paid 
$100,000 about three years ago for the 
corner of Government and View Streets 
would have to sell now probably for 
about $125,000 to save a loss, 

Again, when business does revive and 
real estate vas a selling value, does 
anybody think the values will start 
trom where they left off in 1913? 

Having regard to the past and to the 
Present, and endeavoring to look into 
the future, I can come to no other con- 
clusion than that all these lots are 
over-valued. Mr. Landsberg and Mr. 
Keith Wilson, I think, are of the sama 
pPinion, but they think the assessments 
Senerally were on an equa’ / AS 
to an equalization of assessments I 
Nave nothing to do—I must deal with 
each case as it comes before me, and if 
more money is needed the rate will have 
to be increased until values increase, 
Or perhaps the city will have to do the 
same as individuals in hard times—t 
mean spend less money. Theru is no 
use tn trying to squeeze money out of 
worthless land, 

I think the appeal should be allowed 
in respect to the assessment of the 
land. 

The assensment of Lot 166, Block 13, 
in reduced from $165,000 to $99,000; of 
Lot 1,258, Block H, from $132,000 to 
$72,000, and of the east part of Lot 
1,259, Block H, from $21,000 to $10,000. 

The city must pay the costs of the

In this 
fonnection, sailings from Shimidzu by 
this line itself, which numbered ten last 
Year, have been reduced to three, with 
waly one out of five steamabips in the 
service, Steamers of the Blue Funnel 
Line, which last year made seven out- 
ward voyages from Shimidzu, are so 
Uneertain the prosent season as to prac- 
cally eliminate them from the trade. 

The same condition applids to the 
Hoyal Mail Steam Packet Line, which, 
jast year, made three sailings from the 
ports, With the British 
cally out of the tea trade 
from the Orient, the only American line, 
the Pacific Mall, practically deciding to 
quit the service owing to restrictions 
imposed under the new seamen's law, 
and the delay to the Great Northern 
steamer Minnesota through undergoing 
extensive repairs, the field is practic- 
ally held by the Japanese steamship 
Mnes, ven the Japanese lines are 
suffering from a comparative shortage 
of facilities, owing to the needs of the 
Gevernment and frefeht demands at 
Yokohama. 

The Nippon Yusen Kaisha, with seven 
Vessels in the service, last year had 
fifteen sailings from Shimidsu.

Capt, Connor, of Steamer Mer- 
chant, Says German Divers 
Were Too Busy Sinking 
Harmless Fish Trawlers, 


After bucking strong northwesterly 
is for the greater part of her run up 
the coast from San Francisco, the Brit- 
ish steamship Merchant, Captain Connor, 
of the Harrison Direct Line, came aiong- 
wide the Outer Docks about two o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, forty days out from 
Glasgow via the Panama Canal, 

The freighter was unabie to make any 
appreciable headway in the face of the 
storms which beset her, until late on 
Monday night, when the vessel was of 
Cape Flattery, when the weather sub- 
sided, The Merchant was dispatched 
from the Golden Gate port at 5 o'clock 
on Friday afternoon, 

This te the first appearance of the 
Merchant on this Coast in the Panama 
service of the Harrison Line. She sailed 
from Glasgow on May 19, and experi- 
enced moderate weather during the run 
across the Atlantic to the Panama Canal 
zone, passing through the Isthmian 
waterway on June 6. 

Heavy fogs aided the freighter to suc- 
cessfully negotiate the war sone off the 
British coasts. No submarines were 
sighted by the look-out men stationed 
on the bridge and in the forecastle- 
head, 

<aptain Connor says the German sub- 
marines were too busy sinking British 
trawlers on the day his ship passed 
down the St. George's Channel, and to 
this is attributed the successful run of 
the Merchant, which ts a ten-knot craft. 
He states that no less than thirteen 
trawlers were accounted for by German 
divers on the day the steamer slipped 
out to sea. 

Precautions Taken 

very precaution was taken to pro- 
tect the ship before she cleared from 
Glasgow, er name and port of regis 
try were painted out on the bows and 
stern respectively, and the familiar red 
and white bands on the stack were oblit- 
erated. She resembles an ordinary 
tramp steamer. 

The Merchant is a sister ship to the 
Student and Spectator, which vesselu 
have previously been to Victoria in the 
wervice, 

Captain Connor is making his first 
voyage to the North Pacific in twenty 
years, A score of years ago he was a 
junior officer in the windjammer trade, 
and used to operate to San Francisco. 
He has been with the Harrison people 
for a number of years, and was last with 
the steainship Student as master. 

For Victoria the Merchant carried 
about 400 tons of general merchandise, 
@ consignment of pipe for the Saanich 
waterworks being the feature item on 
the manifest. 

Several gangs of longshoremen were 
working the steamer yesterday after- 
noon, and she will get away early this 
morning for Vancouver.

BY FELLING TREES 
Trate Resident of Books District Adopts 


Drastic Measures to Prevent 
Obstruction to His View 


“Most extraordinary case!” 

So exclaimed Magistrate Jay after 
he had Hstened to the evidence in the 
Prosecution of J. Y¥. Margison, of 
Sooke, at the instance of the Richard- 
son Brothers, contractors, of the same 
district, The case was heard yeater- 
day in the Provincial Police Court. 
Last Saturday, it was shown, Margison, 
whose residential property adjoins that 
of the informants, gave practical testi- 
mony of his objection to the latters’ 
construction of a barn near his acre- 
age, by felling several large trees on 
it. Claiming that the building was 
obstructing his view and that to use 
it for cows would be @ nuisance’ to 
him, he descended on the brothers with 
saw and axe and #0 directed the blows 
of several sticks of timber that one, at 
least, fell) square on the etructure. 
Victory was his, temporarily, for the 
enemy was scattered, the pértners 
beating a “strategic” retreat. But 
Margison was on the defensive whan 
it came to court and, as @ penalty for 
taking the lew into his own hands, 
must pay a $200 fine, $20 for damages, 
or go to jail for ten days. 


Guided by Provincial Constable Cox, 
who acted as prosecutor, Henry, 
Charles and Vernon Richardeon un- 
folded the story of their misunder- 
standing with Margison. After start- 
ing the barn on a site chosen close to 
the defendant's boundary ‘line a note 
had beep received from Margison in- 
forming them that the work must stop 
or they would have to “take the con- 
sequences,” To this they paid no at- 
tention and on Friday night last the 
first tree had fallen, the branches 
brushing against the structure's frame- 
work. On Saturday they were busy 
when Margison came to the other side 
of the fence and announced that “the 
hammering” must stop. Still they 
ignored their neighbor, at which the 
Jatter, with the assistance of his 
daughter, began his attack. Several 
trees, the biggest of which was esti- 
mated to have been 10@ feet in height, 
were tackled and three in turn came 
crashing in the direction of the work- 
men and their handiwork. By this 
time the Richardson Brothers began to 
think that the matter was serious, and 
one of theif number was sent for the 
nearest representative of the law.
